Now this fact, conpled with the contract which
reqoired this work to be doue by him, le't no
douby thit the decessed was emnloyea by Lim
But 1t Is suflicient tosay the burthen ol the oroof
to show vis emplovment by the Company de-
volved on the plaintifl, and she gave no evidence
ol i,

This bLrings us to the chlef point in the arzu-
ment of the plalotilt in ervor, that the Compaoy
wit bound to furpieh found materials, and o
fuitnble and eale plan of constructing the sup-
port of the raitars, and that their fall afforded a
presumption tbul either the materials or the
destgn of the structure was ipsuflicient to sup-
port the pondercus Iron raffers, when howted
upon the'r columns, Upon this aesumption of
the fact, the Judge, it 18 raid, was askod to in-
struet the Jury that the company was soswer-
eble for negligence, This hns two nswers, It
wan ot g.minmly proved by the pluintiff, and
without conflict of evidencey, that the mlling or
the rafters was o wing to their not being prop «rly
braced when noisted. There was not a uitle
of evidence to ehow that either the materials
or the supporting strueture was at  fault
The next answer is, that the pon's did not
call on the Judee to Iostine’ upon the
inference as to materiuls and structure, but that
the falling wae proot of negligrnee and unsic'-

| fulness op the purt ol the person pertorming the

work; and that they must gecount for the twil
ing by prool of come cause not arsing o nogli-
gence or tsult of the performavee ol it. The
points therefore, inyvolved the character of Alll-
gon, the contractor, and his mode ¢ performing
the work, and are fonnded on the ides toat both
he and the deceared were emploves nuder the
sume privcipul, But here the proo! wholly
tniled, tor the plaintitf bad not proved that Alle
ron and the deceased weie employed under the
defendants w8 & common principalt while the
defendants had shown that Allison was & con-
tractor, not & mere cxplove, and that the de-
ocnsed, if employed by citber, must have been
employed by Allizon.
be learned Judge refused the plaintifl"s points
in view of the facis, aud in this he did not err,
I am not aware that it was ever held o any case
that one who employs a contractor to erecla
building, or tode any other mecunnical work,
becomes & guarantor to all the pmployés of the
contiactor for his skill and care in performing
the work, In such s case the contractor is the
rincipal of the persons whom he emplovs, aud
L his character for skiltulness and carefulness
is to be ascertained, it is tor thos:e he emplovs
to inquire into it. These viaws render the othor
asslipuments ol error of no consequence. Judg-
ment aftirmed,
